To  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Public  Health  Committee. 


Mr.  Chairman,  Mrs.  Hainsworth  and  Gentlemen, 

I  have  the  honour  to  report  on  the  sanitary  circumstances 
of  the  district  for  the  year  1959. 

Referring  to  my  remarks  in  last  years  report  on  water 
supplies,  I  am  happy  to  report  that  your  contract  for  the  laying  of 
water  mains  in  the  district  was  completed  as  planned  in  May,  1959  and 
that  this  authority  officially  became  water  undertakers  for  the  district 
on  1st  October,  1959. 

I  must  again  make  reference  to  the  report  on  sewerage  and 
sewage  disposal  presented  by  your  consulting  engineers  in  April,  1957 
and  report  that  no  action  has  been  taken  to  implement  their 
recommendations.  Further  remarks  will  be  made  under  the  head  of 
sewage  disposal  in  the  body  of  the  report. 


There  was  nothing  in  the  routine  of  my  department  during 
the  year  which  calls  for  any  special  mention.

Water  Supply. 

All  water  distributed  by  the  water  undertakers  in  the 
district  is  now  obtained  in  bulk  from  the  Ryedale  Joint  Water 
Board, 


This  year  saw  the  completion  of  the  contract  for  laying 
approximately  eight  miles  of  8",  6”,  4”  and  3"  water  mains  to 
Molton  Rood,  Kirbymisperton  Lane,  Upper  Carr  Lone,  Londales  Lane, 
Wostgate  Carr  Lane,  Newbridge  and  Pork  Lane  together  with 
additional  mains  to  augment  the  supply  to  ports  of  Bast  gate  and 
Ruffa  Lane. 

There  ore  now  13S3  houses  connected  to  the  Council’s 
mains  supply. 

I  should  at  this  opportunity  like  to  express  my 
appreciation  for  the  ready  co-operation  which  has  been  shown  to 
this  Council  by  the  North  Eastern  Ges  Board  during  the  transfer 
period  and  for  the  continued  assistance  which  has  been  given  to 
me  since  that  timo. 

The  water  supply  to  the  Stape  area  is  now  under 
consideration  and  proposals  have  been  made  for  this  authority  to 
take  over  the  responsibility  of  maintaining  supplies  from  the 
Forestry  Commission,

Refuse  Disposal. 

There  are  no  changes  to  report  in  the  method  or 
frequency  of  refuse  collection;  in  most  of  the  district  refuse 
is  collected  weekly  with  the  exception  of  Bean  Sheaf  and  Stape 
where  a  three  monthly  collection  is  in  operation. 

Disposal  of  refuse  is  by  crude  tipping. 

Sewage  Disposal. 

As  mentioned  in  my  opening  remarks  no  action  has  been 
taken  on  your  engineers  report  which  was  presented  in  1957. 

In  my  report  for  the  year  1954  I  stated  'The  quality  of 
the  effluent  from  the  works  is  still  unsatisfactory  and  an  effort 
is  needed  now  to  improve  the  sewerage  system.  Some  such 
improvement  is  long  overdue. ' 

I  can  only  reiterate  my  remarks  at  that  time  and  add  the 
observation  that  since  the  beginning  of  1955  to  the  end  of  1959, 

94  new  houses  have  been  completed  in  addition  to  the  school  in 
Swainsea  Lane.

Prevention  of  Damage  by  Pests  Act,  1949. 

114  properties  were  inspected  during  the  year  and  the 
total  number  of  visits  and  revisits  was  332.  Of  the  properties 
inspected  71  were  found  to  be  infested  of  which  59  were  treated 
by  the  Local  Authority. 


Those  properties  not  treated  by  the  Local  Authority  were 
mostly  treated  by  their  respective  occupiers  and  it  appears  that 
this  typo  of  action  is  becoming  increasingly  prevalent.  Xfhile 
there  cannot  be  any  objection  to  an  occupier  treating  his  own 
property  it  sometimes  occurs  that  the  occupier  is  not  as  thorough 
in  his  treatment  as  would  be  the  trained  operative  and  the 
consequent  result  may  be  the  creation  of  a  reservoir  infestation.

During  the  year  14  applications  for  improvement  grants 
were  approved  amounting  to  £3,361.  all  but  three  of  which  were 
to  owner/occupiers.  This  is  of  course  not  peculiar  to  Pickering 
but  nevertheless  it  is  most  regrettable  that  tenanted  properties 
which  are  lacking  in  amenities  are  not  being  improved  more 
quickly.
